Answering its own question, it said 
it meant “that if the British navy were to go down tomor- 
row, or the Battle of Britain be lost, those German battle- 
ships would be off our shores—could sail up the St. Law- 
rence.” It meant further, said the Journal, that “were Britain 
to fall tomorrow’this Dominion of Canada would be Hitler’s 
prey; his battleships anid his submarines, and eventually 
his bombers, nae us.’

If the threat of invasion is weighed so gravely in Ottawa, 
more than 1,000 miles inland, you can well imagine the 
concern of the east coast ports. They know they’re in a war. 

One of the three or four men I consider closest to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt predicted to me in Washington in February 
—and he’s not the kind of a man who talks off the top of 
his head—that if an invasion of the Western Hemisphere 
came it would come by the northern route. In Canada, 
military men who had access to the latest confidential for- 
eign intelligence expressed the same opinion. A composite 
of their opinions would run about like this: 

Nobody minimizes the possibility of an attack by raiders 
either by air or sea. 

The air attack would come through Greenland and Ice- 
Jand. You don’t realize what a United States protectorate 
over Greenland means to us.

& McDonald emphasized that the 
principal problem lies with trains 
and buses operating westward into 
Alabama.

Under this system, for example, 
trains would leave Montgomery 
on eastern time, although the 
schedules might be advertised dif- 
ferently in the city of Montgom- 
ery. Consequently, the _ trains 
would cross Georgia’s state line 
©n eastern time. 

The alternative, McDonald said, 

would be for them to leave At- 
Janta on central time, but he 
pointed out this would give rise 
to complications since the Georgia 
cities along the route would be 
®perating on eastern time but 
Avould have central time _ train 
gechedules. 

He pointed out that Tennessee 
Goes not present such a serious 
problem since only a small portion 
of it is in conflict with Georgia’s 
g@astern time. 

McDonald said railroads and 
buses had been using central time 
jn. their Atlanta schedules but 
that airplanes had been operating 
©n eastern time.

Citizens equipped with binocu- 
lars are to be placed at strategic 
points throughout Georgia to spot | 
invading aircraft if the United 
States approaches war, the newly | 
organized State Defense Corps. 
announced yesterday. | 

These citizens will report to a 
central air warden any plane seen | 
and designate its location, general | 


| 


direction, time and the approxi- | 
mate speed. The central warden, | 
equipped with maps and reports | 
from several spotters along. the | 
plane’s path, will be able to de- | 
termine the probable destination 
of the plane. This will be re- 
ported to the Army Air Corps, 

hich in turn will send out in- 

receptor planes or antiaircraft 
batteries. 

To Be Tested. 

A similar service has been 
formed in many of the states and 
has been tested in New England. 
In Georgia the service will be com- 
posed of volunteers contacted by 
the State Defense Corps with the | 
aid of the American Legion and) 
other patriotic organizations. The | 
Georgia unit will be tested as soon 
as it is completely organized, ac- 
cording to Captain Oren Warren, 
of the State Defense Corps. 

Captain Warren also said that 
the Defense Corps would organ- 
ize civilian auxiliary fire fight- 
ers, bomb shelter wardens, and 
clean-up workers. These people 
will be trained to do their spe- 
cific duties, in the manner of high 
school fire drills, in case of an air 
raid. 


All Volunteers. 

In case of war they will con- 
tinue their regular routine of life 
until the air raid warning is giv- 
en and then automatically will 
take over the positions for which 
they have been trained. Such or- 
ganization also has been success- 


fully effected in other sections 
of the country, and have been! 
tested under such circumstances 
as the blackout of Seattle. 

The organization of these dif- 
ferent groups will constitute the) 
Civilian Defense System of Geor- 
gia and will be composed of vol- | 
unteers, Captain Warren said. 

Fulton county police will assist 
Atlanta officers in keeping watch 
against sabotage or other damage 
to vital points in the waterworks 
system.

Compulsory Service in 
Permanent Home Pro- 


gram Suggested. 
NEW YORK, April 24.—(/)— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt rec- 
ommended today that a year of 
‘compulsory service for girls be 


‘considered as part of a permanent 


h&ne defense program. 

The President’s wife made the 
proposal in an article published 
in the Ladies’ Home Journal, im 
answer to a letter from a girl who 
asked how she might also serve, 
now that her “young man” had 
gone to camp. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said in part, “I 
do not, of course, think of girls 
as taking the same training, or 
doing the same kind of work that 
the boys will probably do, nor do 
I think of them serving in 
camps. .. 

“I think the opportunity should 
be offered to girls to work and 
train themselves along many dif- 
ferent lines.” 

She explained, “I am not dis- 
cussing what I consider home de- 
fense for an emergency period. 
I am writing of what I consider 
‘home defense should be as we 
look at the future. .. 7

Those Pension Lists 

Governor Eugene Talmadge’s publication 
of the state pension lists probably will serve a 
useful purpose. 

For a while there will be angers and jeal- 
ousies because of the differences in pension 
bases in the various‘counties from which the 
lists have been published. Some of those on 
the lists will be humiliated and embarrassed 
without reason. There is no stigma attached 
to the receiving of a legal federal pension. 

Once the original flurry has been exhausted, 
publication of the lists will begin to work con- 
structively. The people do have a right to 
know how and where their taxes are being 
spent. It is never a mistake to let the people 
know what is going on. 

It also appears there is nothing at all il- 
legal or forbidden about the publication of 
the lists. The Governor has until July 1 in 
which to publish away as he wills. After that 
date a federal law forbids the publication of 
the lists.. Georgia’s position may lead to the 
amendment of that law. 

Meanwhile, the people should realize there 
is nothing at all wrong about receiving a pen- 


sion if one legally is entitled to it. It is just 
as honorable as a war pension. 


And the governor may find that he can 
arrange for those who need pensions the very 
worst to receive a somewhat larger amount 
than those who do not need it so badly. His 
plan to spread the pension to as many persons 
as possible will meet with popular favor but 
the danger of spreading it too thin is present. 
At any rate, the Governor has said he is pub- 
lishing the lists in the “interest of democracy 
and none can quarrel with that.

A New Source of Income 


A very sensible suggestion for the develop- 
ment of a tung tree industry in Georgia was 
made this week by an attache of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce when he urged that the 
state’s farmers plant two to four ‘acre tung 
orchards to supplement their cash income. 

There has been disappointment to many 
in the:development of large-scale tung planta- 
tions, but there is no reason why farmers 
should not obtain a regular income from a 
reasonable acreage. Dr. C. C. Concannon, the 
Commerce Department aide, suggested that 
the tung tree would be worth $15 an acre to 
growers with the patience to wait half a dozen 
years for the trees to reach maturity 

Tung oil is a product which could easily 
be cut off by unfortunate events in the Far 
East. So a home source would be advisable 
as well as profitable. 

On almost every farm there is a tract un- 
suitable for planting and covered with value- 
less scrub trees. These easily could be cleaned 
out and an income-supplementing tree “crop” 
substituted. But farmers should be wary of 
attempting a tung enterprise on too large 
a scale. It might lead to disappointment, as 
it has for others in the past. But it would 
be well to consider the advice of the Commerce 
Department expert. |

APPALLING TOLL OF CARELESSNESS 
(From The Albany Herald) 


If more automobile drivers were careful, there 
would be fewer accidents. If all drivers were 
careful, there would be almost no accidents. 

As long as wheels turn there will be the pos- 
sibility of mishap. Accidents in American homes 
account for thousands of deaths every. year. 
Householders fall down steps, off of step-ladders 
and chairs. They slip on rugs and when getting 
into or out of bath tubs. They get hold of live 
wires or electrical appliances which have become 
short-circuited. They get too close to fires and 
are burned. They get hold of wrong bottles and 
poison themselves. They strike matches while 
looking for leaking gas pipes, and cause terrific 
explosions. They stick their heads or arms 
through glass doors or windows, drop heavy 
weights on their feet, fall out of bed, choke on 
fish bones, swallow their false teeth, sit on sharp 
tacks or nails, cut themselves, scald themselves, 
and in dozens of other ways manage to get them- 
selves injured without going outside the walls of 
their homes. 

And the man driving his car on the broad 
highway will get hurt—often he loses his life— 
through no fault, failure or shortcoming of his 
own. But a high percentage of the accidents 
which occur continually are caused by careless- 
ness in some form. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
CLEARING ‘THE SEAS: WASHINGTON, April 23.—The 


outline of a solution to the crucial 
shipping problem is beginning to emerge from the welter of rumors 
and conjectures. The outline, to be sure, is incomplete; the solution 
is tentative. But the main point is that the President and his ad- 
visers at last seem to have worked out an integrated system by 
which they hope to protect our war materials on their way to 
Britain from the menace of German bombers and submarines. 

The known parts of the system are three in number. First, al- 
though the President is not ready to order the Navy to convoy 
merchant vessels through combat zones, partial convoying will be 
resorted to. Ten days ago, the decision had already been taken to 
convoy to Greenland, thus reducing the area to be protected by the 
British navy by a huge expanse of ocean. Now, probably because 
the inadequacies of the new Greenland base make transfers there 
difficult, there are authoritative reports that the convoying range 
will be extended to Iceland, where extremely modest but usable 
port facilities are available at Reykjavik. 

Second, small, makeshift aircraft cariers to accompany convoys 
are being hastily built both in Britain and in this country. A num- 
ber of British and American merchant ships are beng converted for 
the purpose, by the addition of catapults and. flight decks with 
trip-lines. Each will carry ten or more pursuit planes. The pursuits 
will maintain an air patrol for submarines, serving as the eyes of 
the convoying destroyers. And they will also afford protection 
against the new German Focke-Wulf Curiers, which have done such 
damage by spotting convoys for the submarine wolf packs, as well 
as by bombing shipping from the air. The first of the American 
merchant ship-aircraft carriers is nearing completion. 

Third, medium bombers and probably pursuits will be ferried 
to Britain by air, as the lohg range bombers are now. At one time it 
was proposed to use bombers on the way to protect convoys, but 
this has apparently been found too complex an operation. The de- 
cision appears to be that it will suffice to reduce the shipping bur- 
den, without attempting a protective mission at the same time. 
American pilots are likely to be called upon to do the ferrying, as 
they now do on the long range bombers. For the shorter range ships 
the ferry will be accomplished in a series of jumps, from New- 


foundland, perhaps, to Greenland: th 
to Scotland. ; thence to Iceland, and thence 


INTEGRATED SYSTEM:~ More or less extensive public fore- 
casts of each of these expedi 
have already been heard. The important thing is, vlan: that 
they are not isolated expedients, complete in themselves but that 
they belong in the integrated system aforementioned. They are by 
no means all of the integrated system, moreover. For example, it 
is known that additional air protection will be afforded to the con- 
voys, besides the converted aircraft carriers, although it has not 
been revealed whether this protection is to be given by the trans- 
fer to Britain of more American flying boats or in some other way 
Then too, the mere act of sending American naval vessels on con- 
voy duty to Greenland or Iceland is incomplete in itself. In order 


to fit American convoying in with British convoying, elaborate ar-— 


rangements must obviously be made. 


Projecting the whole from the parts, in short, it is pretty clear 
that the contemplated system of shipping protection will be both 
bold and comprehensive. Whether it will be sufficient for the pur- 
pose, only a practical test can show. Whether it will come in time 
is also uncertain. Meanwhile, however, one can enjoy the President’s 
little joke on the opposition, who have made such a tremendous row 
about all-out convoying that any more cautious scheme will seem 
sensible and acceptable. There are grounds for suspicion that the 
joke was intentional, and even that the unfortunate Senator Tobey’s 
much-vaunted evidence of convoying was planted on him to fan

THE 83 PER CENT Some weeks ago I saw one of the new 
destroyers this country is building, tied 
up at a dock in Brunswick, Ga. 

On it were the five-inch guns, arranged for use as antiaircraft 
artillery. 

This was the first of the new destroyers. 
the ways. 

But the fact remains that very few of the American warships, 
and none of her merchant ships, are equipped with the necessary 
five-inch guns. There are many of the three-inch guns. And some 
four-inch. 

But they are all but obsolete against modern air attack. 

We may convoy, but if we convoy we surely will be attacked, 
If attacked we are not ready with the proper guns. 

This, in brief, is the whole story of the war. 

No foe of Germany was ready for it. After more than a year 
of war, no foe is ready for it. 

It is the knowledge of the fact that our Army is not yet ready; 
that our battleships are inadequate; that our Army is not equipped, 
which continues to show, through the polls, that 83 per cent of 
the people of this country do not want us involved in the war. 

It is this knowledge which causes a majority of them to be 
against convoying materials. 

To one vitally interested in English success, these facts are dis- 
turbing. That they are disturbing and make many Americans 
unhappy, does not remove them. They must be faced realistically. 
They may not be removed by crying “Wolf!” Indeed, I sometimes 
am convinced that too much shouting of “Wolf,” and too little 
planning and thinking, has done us harm. 


HITLER’S VICTORY Hitler has won the war in Europe. One 
c must look to the next moves. 

If he should be able to close up the Mediterranean it would not 
mean the defeat of England. It would mean, however, England’s 
chance of winning would be considerably lessened. It would mean 
the chances of a stalemate would be increased. 

It is this factor which again accounts for the unfortunate apathy 
in public opinion. 

The realist asks where, and how, troops are to be landed to 
march against Hitler. Hitlerism can be defeated only by landing 
an army large enough to cope with the tremendous armies of Hitler. 


Others are coming off 


Or it must be destroyed by years of blockade against the cone 


quered nations which contain almost enough, if not enough, ma- 
terials to support him. 

This blockade would have to be supported by a tremendous fleet 
of planes, 50,000 or more of them, bombing by day and night until 
one force or the other broke through the breaking up of the people. 

The German successes will force us to reach some quick dee 
cision in our foreign policies and, perhaps, some shift in them, 
It would appear the better part of wisdom to get into the fight 
now. But we are not ready to get into it effectively. 

Inadequate help is one reason why Hitler has been successful. 
We could not help France or Yugoslavia or Greece with any ma- 
terial. We are just beginning to offer help to England. 


THE OUTLOOK £Americans who look toward the future must 

e be concerned. 

The British Empire was a powerful one, ruling a large area of 
the world’s land and sea. 

We did not need to worry about it from a military viewpoint, 
but only from an economic one. The trade war was brisk and 
highly competitive. : 

If this empire is supplanted by a German empire, it will be 
unfriendly from a military standpoint and also will carry on a 
hostile economic war with goods subsidized by the government and 
created by unorganized, dominated labor making what wages the 
government permits. 

We also know that Japan today is weighing her position. She, 
like us, would like to get in. She wishes to get in on the winning 
side. She believes that side to be the Axis side. 

The Japanese fleet, almost as large as our own, would demand 
much attention in the Pacific. We would not be able to participate 
in the Atlantic with our full strength. 

It ought to be apparent that the leaders of the nation are in an 
extremely difficult position. Public opinion lags. Unfortunately, 
the aid-to-Britain movement was pitched on a class and an in- 
tellectual level and reached but a few people. 

Unfortunately, we are not ready to render all-out aid. 

Yet, we must decide—and that soon—if we will take the big 
gamble and throw in with all we have, though it be inadequate. 
Or remain out and follow the present program of increasing ship- 
ments of planes and materials of war to England. 

Hitler has won the war in Europe. 
The second phase of it soon will begin. 


Were Helpless When 


Bombers Came

Continued complaining about the armament of our airplanes 
may bore ordinary people, but somebody must keep on talking 
= it until the people raise enough clamor to get something 

one. 

Twenty-three years ago, when other free men were fighting 
to save democracy, war’s necessities developed planes with three 
machineguns, and at least one model with a cannon. 

Yet in all the years that followed, our officials continued to ine 
sist that two guns were enough. | 

When Germany’s planes were swept from English skies by the 
more heavily gunned Hurricanes and Spitfires, it was apparent 
to all the world that the planes with the heaviest armament would 
dominate the air. 

But still we continued to design and manufacture pursuit or 
combat planes with only two guns. 

Now we have a wonder plane, the Airacobra—admittedly our 
best. Even British critics praise it. And it is deadly, if it hap- 
pens to hit the target, but it has only two machineguns, firing 
through the propellors, and a small cannon that fires through the 
hollow driveshaft. | 

Meanwhile, England combat planes have machineguns from 
wing tip to wing tip—four in each wing—and when these are 
pointed at an enemy, they literally mow him down. 

Why do we lag behind? Why can’t we build combat planes and 
bombers as efficient as the best? Does our air force lack brains, 
daring, skill and inventiveness? 

No, we probably have the best technicians in the world, and 
hundreds of our men know what is needed and how to provide it. 

But our air force is controlled by Army and Navy men who 
think in terms of ground troops and battleships. They regard 
the air force as a helpful auxfliary. And the men at the top, who 
decide what our planes shall be and do, are as ignorant of flying 
and designing as you and I. They are Army men, not air men. 


The needs of war have forced England and Germany to estab- 


lish separate air forces, in complete charge of all air activities and 
ground defenses. And we cannot hope to build an adequate air 
defense until we have a separate air force, in addition to Army 
and Navy units, which is controlled by men who think in terms 
of planes, first, last and always. 

The war has shown, beyond question, that the nation with the 
best air force will dominate the world and the future of civiliza- 
tion. Even schoolboys know it. Then why must we remain sec- 
ond-best until we learn our lesson in blood and tears.

Dr. Harvey W. Cox, president of 
Emory University, announced yes- 
terday that a new laboratory for | 


the study of pathology and the 
bacteriology of the eye is to be 
established at the Emory School 
of Medicine with a $10,000 grant, 
a gift of Lafayette Montgomery, 
president of the Atlanta Coca-Cola 
Bottling Company. 

Emory officials state that at 
present there is no laboratory in 
the southeast comparable to that 
which will be established by Mr. 
Montgomery’ s gift. The laboratory 
is to be operated by the Emory 
School of Medicine, and its facili- 
ties will be available to physicians 
all over the southeast. 

The primary work of the new 
laboratory will be research on 
pathological material available at 
Emory, and _a full time technician 
will be in charge. Dr. R. H. Op- 
penheimer, dean of the school, said 
“We hope the work will enable 
doctors to prevent diseases of the 
eyes and treat them more effec- 
tively when they occur.” 

Mr. Montgomery, a native of 
Mississippi, was graduated from 
Emory In 1911. He has lived in 
Atlanta since boyhood.
